First Jane’s Walk mixes memory 

and intellect

When the half dozen participants on Didsbury s 
first Jane’s Walk May 14 looked down 20th Avenue 
they identified one missing structure - a public 
washroom. 

Long-term residents recalled that there was one 
once, but it was tom down to make way for a parking 
lot. 

“Now ,” said Didsbury Jane’s Walk organizer Kevin 
Bentley, “shoppers and visitors have to presume 
upon storekeepers or restaurants or bars when they 
need a facility.” 

“Some of the walk participants said that they are at 
an age and stage that they don’t have a few minutes 
to find one,” he said in a post-walk interview May 18. 

Named after journalist, author and urban planning 
activist Jane Jacobs who died 10 years ago, Jane's 
Walks take place on six continents and in 150 cities 
and towns close to her May 4 birthday. 

Bentley said a Jane’s Walk is an opportunity to 
explore and experience the community, with special 
attention to urban planning issues. 

He said no one from town council or administration 
attended, in spite of invitations. Bentley was 
somewhat disappointed but not surprised. 

This will be the first of what’s being planned as 
an annual event, Bentley said. Didsbury is off to a 
better start with six participants. The walk in Calgary

started with two walkers in its first year .and grew to 
35 in 2014. 

The Didsbury walk, which Listed two hours in 
spite of a schedule of one hour, explored three 
phases of the town’s growth - the Garden City, the 
introduction of the automobile in the 1920s and the 
post-Second World War birth of suburbia. 

One of the questions that Bentley is exploring is 
why the railway track, the centre of the town in its 
pure agrarian era, deviated to the east away from the 
trail between Calgary and Edmonton when it went 
through the townsite. 

1 think the railway planners wanted to ensure that 
the grain elevators were built by the tracks, not the 
road," Bentley said. 

Jane’s Walk saw the traces of the Garden City 
phase of Didsbury’s early development - not named 
because of its greenery but because it was compact 


and land use was economically and socially side-by- 
side. 

This pattern of urban development in 19'" century 
North America was spirted and named Garden City 
by Ebenezer Howard. 

The fact that the town remained faithful to this 
pattern when rebuilt after four fires shows that the 
townsfolk had become used to this pattern of land 
use. 

There are early cul-de-sacs in parts of Didsbury 
that were built after the advent of the automobile. 

“The idea was to keep people and cars separated 
and the cul-de-sac accomplished that - a land use 
with self-contained neighbourhoods that had green 
space and walking paths," Bentley said. This became 
known as the Rayburn pattern of development. 

The third phase started in the late 1940s after 
William Levitt on Long Island built uniform residential 
developments with thousands of exactly identical 
houses on exactly uniform lots. 

This was the creation of suburbia and in spite of its 
small size Didsbury has some streets that follow this 
model, Bentley said. 

“The Jane’s Walk had this scholarly aspect, but it 
was also a chance for lifelong residents to remember 
earlier days and pastimes such as cycling to the 
candy store to get candies in paper bags." 

Bentley plans a more informal series of walks 
this summer to explore parts of town such as the 
industrial .areas that people do not visit on foot. 


Citizens are police eyes and ears

“We are getting a lot of 
people calling in to talk about 
suspicious people walking 
through neighborhoods and 
suspicious vehicles parked. 
In rural areas the reports are 
of vehicles parked by the side 


of the road with people in 
them, Sgt. Pasloske said. 

“Those are good to keep 
coming in. If the public is 
noticing that there is some¬ 
one suspicious that they just 
don’t feel is right, give us a 


call.” 

The police can and do solve 
crime that way, she said. 

“The eyes and ears of the 
public are hugely important 
for us to do our job, as is 
seen in several recent files 


from the ATM machine theft 
in Carstairs to vehicles being 
broken into in Didsbury. 

“The extra eyes and ears 
has resolved crime and will 
continue to resolve crime," 
said Pasloske.

Town cuts second-cart 
fees to encourage recy¬

It’s a fact about Kelly Jean 
Berg that she has a rare 
heart - family and friends all 
know that about the outgoing, 
energetic woman. 

She gives 110 per cent of 
herself to her seniors and 
palliative care clients - she 
is a health care aide - to the 
Zion Evangelical Missionary 
Church, to her husband Darren 
and to God. Her picture is in 
the dictionary beside the word 
caring. 

And then there is her heart 
condition - hypertrophic 
cardiomyopathy. She has 
LEOPARD syndrome, a very 
rare disease that only an 
estimated 200 other people in 
the world have. 

“The rest have died," said 
Berg in an interview. 

It is a disease of the heart 
muscle (cardiomyopathy) in 
which the heart keeps growing 
(hypertrophic) - until the 
patient, usually a young child, 
dies. 

“For instance, a child is 
playing soccer. He comes 
off the field, sits down on 
the bench and dies without 
warning," she said. After death, 
it is determined that he had 
hypertrophic cardiomyopathy.

Too many dread the end 
of the month when the rent 
comes due and the El benefits 
have run out. 

And yet the rhythms of life 
continue. 

The garden centres on the 
holiday weekend just past 
had their busiest weekend of the year as we painted 
our thumbs green. 

The Didsbury High School bands cut their biennial 
CD, Gypsy Dance, and travelled to spring festivals and 
competitions. 

Weeknights at 7:15 p.m. the soccer fields are venues 
of competition for the teams of the Didsbury Minor 
Soccer and Big Country Soccer leagues. 

Weddings and funerals; plans for summer camps 
and DVBS. 

There are 5,500 of us in Didsbury, give or take, 
according to town officials. 

We 5,500 have had a defining season this spring. 

Firefighters responded selflessly to the Fort 
McMurray wildfire. 

The chamber of commerce board changed hands. 

The Didsbury Car Club surprised even some of its 
own 70 members with the stellar success of the 24th 
annual Show & Shine. 

Some 6,000 spectators visited the downtown core to 
see the 100-foot shoot out, the FMW show, the bum- 
out box, the car dyno, the BMX bike show, the kiddie 
kruisers and the Kinband. 

Between 800 and 900 vintage cars and motorcycles 
(organizers ran out of entry forms and stopped 
counting) lined up along 20th and all the side avenues 
in the downtown core. 

Sometime in June, "God willing and the creek 
don't run rise," the ownership of Shantz Crossing 
will change hands from the Town of Didsbury to the 
Shantz Village Land Corporation. 

The new residents of Shantz Village when the 
housing project is completed by 2018 or 2019, will take 
our population past the tipping point of 7,000 if the 
rest of the town's growth stays on pace. 

If oil was $100 a barrel growing the town would be 
easy.

The town must figure out its own way to prosper. 

Realtor Huge Bodmer and Deputy Mayor Joyce 
McCoy started the fascinating process with a gap 
imalysls of businesses that could occupy the 12 bays 
of the empty Cayenne development on the north end 
of 20th Avenue. 

The next stage of the initiative is a survey by the 
Town of Didsbury of businesses that people would 
support in all the empty commercial space dotted 
through the community. 

Underlying the several surveys is a bigger, underlying 
question. 

What do the people of Didsbury want their town to 
become? 

Defining the answer will preoccupy us through 2016.
